A reading of the testimony of Inspector Herbert Sawyer of 
the Dellas Police ^apartment on page 324 of Volume 6 of the barren Consul salon 
indicates that SAIC Forrest Sorrels interviewed a man who had taken pictures 
of the assassination of President John F, Kennedy from inside the Del-Tex 
Gilding, I recall no such testimony by Mr, Sorrels and have found no 
report covering this end no such pictures in the National Archives, 

I om writing to ask whether the testimony of Inspector Sawyer 
is correct. 

If it ie correct, then I should like to be referred to the 
proper file or files to study them and perhaps obtain copies. If there 
were such pictures, 1 presume the Secret Service obtained them, in which 
event I am also entitled to accdea totx them end would like to arrange this. 

If this testimony is not aorreot, I deeply regret an inaccurate 
record ia preserved for history, with all its evil potential, with aLl the 
trouble and waste of time it will mean for those who henceforth will be 
studying this record. 

Assistant Director Kelley replied for you to my last latter to 
you. Some time hes elapsed and he has not responded to wha^t I regard as 
proper end essential questions ^ posed in response to hi a letter, I want 
you to be aware of this because letters, too, make a record, for the 
present and for the future. There are end will be few things in our national 
history of the magnitude of this greet tragedy, 

Failure or refusal of the Secret Service to respond will be 
interpreted in « quite obvious way, I assure you I shell so interpret 
ii and I think it unlikely anyone else not psrtl pria will do otherwise. 

T his would be, in an understatement, unfortunate* 

The unnecessary tragedies in the wake of the assassination ere, 
in my view, of exe out ive-o gene y creation, I look forward to the day *hen 
someone in authority recognizee what this is doing to our society and 
what will be thought of it in history.
